leaponsc  Of  The  Thankful 
Psalm  107:3338, 43 
Gcxl  took  gcxxl  care  of  the 
wilderness  wanderers.  But, 
sometimes,  they  felt  frustrated 
widi  their  troubles.  (vv26-27) 
Again,  Gcxl  provided  for  the 
needy  aixl  punished  their 
oppressors.  (Layman's  Bible 
Book  Ccxnmentary)  Verse  forW- 
thiee  brought  to  my  mmd  the 
story  of  when  Jemu  went 
diroiush  Sanuria  on  His  way  to 
lerusaiem.  As  he  enteiui  a  vil¬ 
lage,  ten  Inert  stocxl  far  from 
the  road  They  called  and  said 
“)esuA  Master;  luve  mercy  cm 
us*.  When  )e^  saw  thetri,  he 
smd  'Go  dvnv  ycxirsdves  to 
the  priests.*  They  went  to  obey.

In  the  Fall 
they  celebrated  a  meal  togeth¬ 
er,  thanking  God  for  His 
gcxxlness  to  mem.  We  observe 
a  spec:ial  day  every  November 
as  a  legal  holiday  for  public 
thanksgiving  to  Gcxl.  A 
respemse  of  dw  thankful.

Luke  4:31-6:11

In  this  week's  leseon, 
we  learn  what  Jesus  does 
when  He  encounters  someeme 
that  needs  love  but  also  car¬ 
ries  the  danger  that  some¬ 
thing  nasty  might  fling  off 
and  stick  to  you. 

Accordiire  to  Matthew  4:13 
and  Mark  2:1,  jesus  lived  in 
Capernaum.  He  also  con¬ 


ducted  most  of  His 
ministry  in  the  regiem 
of  Galillee  where 
Capernaum  is  locat¬ 
ed.  For  our  purpoae,  MHchdl 
think  of  Galilee  as  the 
Old  West.  The  only  real  dtj 
Roman  presence  there  is  a  coi 
detaidunent  of  seddiers  much  wh 
like  a  caVaJry  cxitpost.  Like  ma 
all  frontiers,  this  exte  attracts  tio 
adventurers  but  it  also  lesi 
attrarlj  criminals,  outlaws,  pre 
and  radicals  Icxiking  to  disap-  ! 
pear.  It  is  a  liarsh  and  dan-  ncc 
gerous  place  with  few  ctxn-  4:3 
forts,  yet,  the  propheqr  was  cor 
that  tms  is  where  the  Messiah  pre 
would  appear.  Why  would  or 
Cod  place  His  Sem  in  Galilee?  pre 
For  exte,  Jesus  is  needed  in  left 
Galillee,  Luke  431-34.  jesus  hec 
finds  this  man  not  cm  the  nd 
streets  but  in  the  synagogue,  age 
'The  man  is  dUruptive  siul 
sniK>yin^  calling  exit  st  inap-  ing 


propriate  times  with 
inappropriate  eexn- 
menn.  He  is  still  in 
the  synagogue  cmly 
because  it  n  too  much 
trouble  to  remove  him. 
By  the  Jewish  mindset 
physically  touching 
the  man,  even  on  acci¬ 
dent  mixie  you  spiri¬ 
tually  unclean  and  you 
icll  would  have  to  leave 
the  synagogue  aixl  the 
dty  until  the  proper  deansing 
could  be  ccxnpleted.  Besides, 
what  ccxild  mey  do  for  this 
man?  They  had  no  cure  for  his 
tremble  but  it  is  in  such  hope¬ 
lessness  that  jesus  is  able  to 
prove  He  is  God. 

SeccHxi,  where  there  is 
iwed,  jesus  offers  hope,  Luke 
4:35-37.  Notice  the  man's 
ccnnplaint  and  criticism.  He 
protests  But  he  cfoes  ixx  want 
or  need  Jesus'  help.  He 
protests  tkst  he  wants  to  be 
left  afone  but  jesus  kfxnvs  the 
heart.  The  man's  dedsiem  is 
not  an  inftxmed  cxie  aixi  is 
again  his  own  healdi. 

Wt  are  all  in  danger  of  doa- 
ing  cmr  minds  ancT  hearts  to 


omnsive  people.  If  we  are  not 
very  careful  we  can  even 
develop  a  smug  pride,  hemor- 
ing  their  wishes  to  spite  diem. 
Do  yem  think  Gcxl  will  buy 
that  argument  cm  judgement 
day?  ^cm  can't  blame  me 
GcxL  I  tried...  He  called  me 
names  aixl  told  me  to  leave 
him  alone.  1  cxily  did  as  he 
asked...'  (see  Matthew  539) 
This  does  not  promote  kld- 
napping  or  fordng  the 
Gcispel.  Fex  cxie,  that  is  ille¬ 
gal.  (see  Romans  13:1-7) 
Seconcl  it  is  not  what  jesiu 
did.  jesus  rebuked  the  sin 
and  its  semroe  rather  than  the 
person.  He  fexused  cm  the 
need  and  not  the  threat. 
Perhaps  if  we  are  more  of 
jesus'  mindset,  more  people 
wcmld  be  willing  to  listen? 

Third,  there  is  roenn  for  all 
even  in  Galilee.  Luke  5:12. 
Galilee  was  a  melting  pot. 
People  of  all  edinidties,  cul¬ 
tures  and  religions  resided 
diere.  In  s  region  where  every- 
cxw  is  diffeiwt  people  will 
still  find  a  way  to  ufoei  an  emt- 
cast.  The  emteast  jesus 
encemnters  here  has  a  visible 


skin  disease,  jews  were  not 
the  only  ones  dial  wcmld  averid 
this  man.  Such  a  man  might  be 
ccmtagkms.  His  sin  might  rub 
off  cm  us.  Any  persem  wcmld 
avoid  him.  jesus,  however,  rxX 
cxily  embraced  the  ernes  the 
jews  rejected.  He  cnibraces  die 
ones  we  reject  as  well. 

Finally,  He  is  willing.  Luke 
5:13-16.  None  are  exempt, 
any  that  call  cm  the  name  of 
the  Lord  will  be  saved.  (Acts 
2:21)  Thankfully,  cmr  job  is 
not  to  convince  anyone  of 
their  sin,  Jesus  does  that.  We 
are  to  make  the  iritroduertion. 
We  are  to  point  out  His  pres¬ 
ence  wherever  we  find  Him. 
However,  we  cannot  perint  to 
Him  if  we  carmot  see  Him. 

Class  discussiem:  Based  cm 
this  lessor^  where  would 
jesus  nuke  His  home  in  your 
community?  Where  would 
He  go  to  minister?  Are  you 
going  where  He  is  to  rind 
Him  'or  waiting  cm  Him  to 
come  where  we  are?
